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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the signals of Combs do not constitute a packet because a signal is not a packet. It was explained in the previous 
Office Action mailed 18 February 2005, that a plurality of signals, such as those in Combs, is functionally equivalent to a control packet. 
This is because each signal is an equivalent to each bit or position of information in a packet, and the totality of these signals (i.e. a 
group of bus signals), in effect, creates one control packet on the bus as it is described in Combs (see figure 1 A-2, the bus the signals 
are carried on is labeled "Control"). Further. Combs describes in col. 6. lines 13-26 that there are serial control packets sent to unit 12 of 
figure 1 A-2. These packets are then changed into parallel control packets for transfer on the control bus. Lastly, applicant demands proof 
that a signal is a packet. First, it is never asserted that one signal constitutes a packet (although a signal bit could constitute a packet 
and therefore so could one signal). What is asserted is that the bundle of signals on the control bus in Combs, effectively constitutes a 
control packet. In the last Office Action proof of this was disclosed in, U.S. Patent 6,633,947 B1, Holman et al. Where col. 5, lines 1-2 of 
table 1 explicitly state, "[t]hese signals carry the... control packets," What this means, as seen in figure 3, which accompanies table 1, is 
that a plurality of signals can constitute a control packet. Simply put: a control packet is made up of a group of control signals. Therefore, 
the interpretation of Combs* signals on the control bus is sufficient to read on the control packet of applicant's invention, given the way 
the signals are used in Combs and in light of the disclosure of Holman. 
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
